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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest the claimed method as amended and 
supported by the reasons provided in the remarks of the amendment filed on October 16th. 2008. 
In particular, the prior art of record fails to disclose the combination of the claimed method of 
folding a bottom of a sleeve of packaging material comprising among other steps the step of 
forming a transversal seal at the bottom portion of the sleeve whereby a fin comprises a sealed 
portion of the transversal seal, after the step of forming of the transversal seal comes the step of 
pressing a middle of the sealed portion of the fine, thereby folding a middle portion of the fin to 
form a primary flaps at transversal ends of the fin, then comes the step of pressing against 
corners on the folded fine, then fold the primary flaps toward each other, then pressing the 
primary flaps towards the folded middle portion of the fin, see (Figs. 5a-5d; via fin 5, transversal 
sealed portion 33, primary flap 31).
